The question of whether or n ot 
Salem should be allowed to take 
water from the spillway has been 
con troversial for several mon ths. 
Last year the city water d e­ 
partmen t had asked permission to 
plaoe a water-catch on the spill­ 
way so that expen sive pumps 
would n ot have to be in stalled . 
From a poin t on the spillway, 
gravity would motivate the water 
to the can al bed , then to Cold 
Run an d from there to the city’s 
reservoir. 
However, a n umber of Guilford 
Lake property own ers objected to 
the plan because they feared that 
even tually the city would take 
water from the lake proper. Sev­ 
eral, commun ity meetin gs were 
held an d it was d ecid ed to request 
the assistan ce of Represen tative 
Wetzel con cern in g the matter.

TT IS BEGINNING to look at last as if the 
United States might be able to count on 
some reverse economic assistance. 
If the Canadian government is feeling 
generous, it can send a monetary commission 
across the border to tell the befuddled cur­ 
rency wizards in Washington what to do. 
The Canadian dollar is becoming more valu­ 
able in relation to the United States dollar. 
While it may be claimed that the U.S. 
dollar is merely becoming less valuable, there 
are signs that the Canadians know what 
they’re doing. 
They made their currency wizards quit 
fooling with the dollar. They took off ex­ 
change restrictions, quit pegging their dollar’s 
value in the money market and let it find its 
own level. To the surprise of everyone ex­ 
cept a handful of hard-headed Canucks who 
were betting they knew more about money 
than the discredited wizards, the Canadian 
collar began to raise in value. 
The wizards, themselves, are now mooning 
over the possibility that the Canadian dollar 
may raise to $1.10 in relation to U.S. dollars. 
That would produce a rush of Canadians 
across the border to fish and hunt in the wilds 
of America, to marvel at the strange customs 
still retained here and to note that there are 
more traces of British influence here than a 
Canadian would expect to find. 
Among the visitors there might be a few 
who would tip off the theorists who have been 
cheapening American dollars. There must be 
something these fellows could learn that they 
don’t know now. 


No Poll Tax! 


ANYONE in the United States can take a 
poll. 
Almost everyone in the United 
States will take one before next November. 
If the polls are small, they’ll take more 
than one. They’re free. 
There really is nothing to it—no rules, no 
basic requirements, no anything. You just 
start out some morning and take a poll. 
In general, polls are of two kinds—those 
which purport to be objective and those which 
just furnish clues. 
In the state of New Hampshire, which gets 
much attention in presidential years because 
it runs the first primary, two crowds of people 
recently ran off two polls on presidential pros­ 
pects. 
They were the kind that furnishes 
clues. 
They found out diametrically 
opposite 
things in the same state. That is the trouble 
with polls. 
They are not reliable. They were not re­ 
liable even in 1948 when the hardest-working 
pollsters were trying their level best. 
But no one needs put his trust in anyone’s 
else poll; he can poll his own. 
Among two-eyed persons with four grand­ 
parents, a recent poll by this department 
Showed spring leading 80 to 1 over winter, 
with Taft, Kefauver, Eisenhower, Truman and 
MacArthur running neck and neck. 
Among 
one-eyed persons, however, spring was only 
79 to 1, with everything else in the same rela­ 
tive position. 


After Nine Years 


rpHIS IS something which could happen to 
anyone with back copies of the Nation­ 
al Geographic magazine in the attic. 
The magazine for May, 1943. featured a 
series of 27 pictures and »a map with a text 
by John Scott extolling Russia’s industrial 
might. 
The pictures had been supplied by 
Sovfoto, part of the Communist propaganda 
apparatus. 
Needless to say, they made everything 
look good, especially the people. This ten­ 
dency of the Russians to look happy and con­ 
tented is conspicuous in all propaganda ma­ 
terial from the Soviet Union. 
It was reassuring in 1943 to be told by a 
magazine as well thought of as National Geo­ 
graphic that the Russians were staunch allies 
fortified with the robust morale and indus­ 
trial might depicted by Sovfoto and described 
by Author Scott. He had lived five years in 
Siberia; he knew what he was talking about 
‘‘Maybe this will interest you,” said the 
friend who brought in the May, 1943, copy 
of National Geographic. 
“It interested me 
when I ran across it the other day. This 
is Communist propaganda now. Nine years 
ago, though, it was the truth because that is 
what we wanted to believe it was. National 
Geographic must wish it had waited to find 
out if we were going to change our minds be­ 
fore it went overboard .”

Total Arms Bill Can't Be Reckoned

WASHINGTON 
in Washington can 
tell what the total bill on 
American aid for European re­ 
armament is going to be, 
W. Averell Harriman, head of 
the U. S. Mutual Security Agency 
and American representative on 
the temporary North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization committee 
which surveyed the European 
arms program, has recommended 
that the situation be reviewed an­ 
nually. 
The other two men who served 
with Mr. Harriman on the com­ 
mittee making this recommenda­ 
tion to NATO were Sir Edwin 
Plowden of Britain and Jean 
Monnet of France. 
This committee will go into 
session again at the end of Jan­ 
uary to complete its reports for 
the NATO conference now sched­ 
uled to be held in Lisbon in mid- 
February. 
Exact figures on each Euro­ 
pean country’s military budget 
cannot be given for obvious reas­ 
ons of security. But in round 
numbers, it can be stated that the 
defense budgets for all the Euro­ 
pean countries total about 13 bil­ 
lion a year. 
This figure was not considered 
high enough by General Eisen­ 
hower’s headquarters. The total 
is of course only a fourth or a 
fifth of the U. S. defense budget. 
But this is said to be no basis 


lined by Mr. Harriman and his 
fellow committee men, the Euro­ 
peans will apparently see what 
they can do. Maybe they can do 
more in coming years, and dose 
the gap somewhat 
From the American standpoint 
it means that after each annual 
review, the American Congress 
and taxpayers will apparently be 
presented with a bill for the de­ 
ficit 
What the size of the deficit will 
be for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1953 is indicated in President 
Truman’s new budget message to 
Congress. For the year ending 
June 30, 1954, which President 
Truman says is to be the big 
year of the Mutual Security ef­ 
fort, there is no telling what 
would be asked for. 
The way the old Marshall Plan 
was conceived and presented, it 
was to be a four year job with a 
total cost of $17 billion. 
Actually it was concluded in 
three years and the cost was $13 
billion. 
That was still a lot of money. 
But it was something definite to 
plan, like a mortgage on a house. 
It might not get any smaller, but 
at least it couldn’t get any bigger. 


THE WAY this Mutual Secur­ 
ity plan is organized, on an open 
end basis, nobody knows what 
the total cost will be. It is strict­ 
ly a cost-plus contract type of 
job, with the emphasis probably 
for comparison as the Europeans on the plus. 
can buy more for a dollar, be­ 
cause of their much lower mili­ 
tary pay scales. 
It now appears that they may 
be able to increase their budgets 
by as much as a billion dollars, 
for a total of $14 billion a year. 


IT HAS BEEN estimated that 
to meet the desired European 
rearmament goals by 1954, Euro­ 
pean military budgets should be 
increased to a total of about $22 
billion a year for the next three 
, years. 
The United States this year is 
supplying $6 billion worth of 
military and economic assistance 
for Europe. President Truman 
had asked for $7 billion, but Con­ 
gress cut dowrn the figure. 
The result is that Europe is 
short about $2 billion a year in 
meeting its rearmament goals. 
Under the plan for an annual 
review of the situation as out- 


This may be more honest than 
trying to guess in advance that 
the job of making Europe self- 
defensible can be done for $25 
billion or $30 billion in three 
years, then asking for more mon­ 
ey if necessary. 
Nobody knows what the inter­ 
national political situation is go­ 
ing to be, even day after tomor­ 
row. If the world should sudden­ 
ly be turned into a shooting gal­ 
lery with atomic bomb sound ef­ 
fects, $25 billion would of course 
be just pin money. 
In each annual review of the 
NATO security program, says Mr. 
Harriman, a new decision will be 
taken on whether defense rearm­ 
ament should be accelerated, con­ 
tinued at the same speed or 
slowed down. 
The original idea of completing 
European rearmament by 1954 
has therefore lost its original 
significance.

As a banqueteer with the scars 
to show where chairs have bit­ 
ten deeply into my awarness of 
the tedium of listening to after 
dinner speakers, I believe the 
ghost-writing course at American 
University is going to have about 
as much impact on public speak­ 
ing as a beginner’s course in 
blocks and sand piles. 
It isn’t the ghosts who need to 
be dragged down to the level of 
the pitiable specimens who can­ 
not even read what someone else 
has written down for them. If 
something is going to be done to 
improve the relationship between 
the kind of people invited to 
speak and the kind that can 
think of something to say, it had 
better be done in behalf of the 
dignitaries. 
Every program chairman who 
ever drowned in his own cold 
sweat while an imported big shot 
hacked 
and yacked his 
way 
through a speech he never had 
seen before will buy that side of 
the proposition. 
So will every newspaperman* 
who has pried a handful of nut 
meats out of the advance copy of 
a hallyhooed address, only to dis­ 
cover the thing was so foully 
manhandled at the speaker’s ta­ 
ble that no one present ever will 
believe the man said THAT. 
All speakers worth listening to 
roll their own. The really good 
ones keep their manuscripts, if 
they have any, in their hip pock­ 
ets. 
If they must read, to keep track 
of what they want to say, they 
show an acquaintanceship by 
sight with whatever words of 
more than two syllables they run 
across. When they come to the 
place where it says, “the Spirit of 
1776” they do not read it 1-7-7-6 
like a telephone number. 
Under no circumstances would 
they take their ideas ready-made 
from another man’s brain, with­ 
out giving him credit Strident as 
is the demand for someone to say 
something to fill up the gap be- i 


tween the ice cream and the 
benediction, no speaker worth 
listening to would sink that low. 
Ghost-writing has become a 
minor industry. It is one of the 
things which must be lived with, 
like flies in the summertime and 
emaciated Santa Clauses during 
the pre-Christmas shopping sea­ 
son. 
Fortunately, most of the ghosts 
are live wires—people with plen­ 
ty to say and the knack of saying 
it brightly. Why not let them say 
it under their own steam? Why 
not pass out copies of the pre­ 
pared speech which is not go­ 
ing to be read by some dignitary 
who had neither the time nor the 
wit to prepare one of his own? 
Everybody then could go home 
early, read the speech while fall­ 
ing asleep and save that weary 
waiting while the ghosts flit back 
and forth over the perspiring 
head of the speakers reading 
manuscripts as if they were mak­ 
ing sight translations from San­ 
skrit?

T ruman Will Make Himself Available 


WASHINGTON 
ÇJMART politicians hereabouts 
^ have about come to the con­ 
clusion that there is less of a 
joke and a teasing game about 
President Truman’s reluctance to 
tell his intentions about a third 
term than there is well-defined 
strategy. 
This strategy is to announce 
before May 1 that he does not 
wish to run and that he would 
prefer if the Democratic party 
would choose someone else. 
Then will come the cry that 
nobody else is available who can 
command the confidence of the 
whole party and that he himself, 
having made the “glorious rec­ 
ord” which the Democratic party 
orators have already begun to 
extoll, there can be no other 
course but to draft him. 
These smart politicians—some 
of them friendly and some un­ 
friendly to Mr. Truman—point 
out that he is following almost 
exactly the course that President 
Franklin D, Roosevelt did in the 
early months of 1940—letting the 
reporters guess, giving no hint 
to any of his callers and then 
finally announcing that he didn’t 
want to run but opening the door 
to the “draft” that finally came. 
No bigger piece of hypocrisy 
has been invented in modern pol­ 
itics than that in an emergency 
all the existing rules of a repre­ 
sentative system should be sus­ 
pended and that, for example, 
the two-term tradition established 
by Washington and Jefferson 
shall be ignored because of such 
an emergency. The only emer­ 
gency that confronts the Demo­ 
cratic party is the necessity cf 
winning another election. 


IT IS, OF COURSE, in a politi­ 
cal sense a real emergency. If 
Mr. Truman deserts the office­ 
holders—some 500,000 of them 
have high-income jobs—they can 
be removed from office in one 
wfay or another if another ad­ 
ministration comes into power.

all through Washington that Mrs. 
Truman had expressed a vehe­ 
ment objection against any fur 
ther service by her husband m 
the White House. Months later 
the impression was indirectly 
confirmed by answers at press 
conferences at the White House 
that the family would prefer Mr. 
Truman’s termination of the pres­ 
idency in January of 1953. 
But now the smart politicians 
are saying that the President— 
whatever his earlier intentions 
have been—is changing his mind 
about it all and will let the Dem­ 
ocratic party decide the issue 
after he makes it clear that he 
would prefer not to be a candidate 
and will not “seek” renomina­ 
tion.

The Doctor Explains Diverticulitis 
M 
RS. F. B. asks for the meaning 
of the word “diverticulitis,” 
and what this condition means to 
a person in whom this diagnosis 
is made. 
A diverticulum 
is a pouch or 
pocket 
leading 
off from a large 
cavity or tube. 
In the passage­ 
way l e a d i n g 
from the mouth 
to the anus (out­ 
let of the rec­ 
tum) such pouch- 
u, 
es are fairly common. The ex­ 
planation is believed to be some 
weakness in the wall of the tube 
present at birth. 
Diverticula (plural) are most 
common in the colon or lower 
part of the bowel. After the age 
of 40, it has been claimed that 
Diverticula are present in about 
one person in every 20. 
Usually, these pockets do not 
produce symptoms and the condi­ 
tion is called DIVERTICULOSIS. 
Occasionally they can become in­ 
flamed and then the label DI­ 
VERTICULITIS is applied. 
Ordinary diverticula usually do 
not produce symptoms. In di­ 
verticulitis the symptoms of in­ 
flammation vary a good deal. 
There may be a single slight at­ 
tack of acute abdominal pain or 
several attacks. 
Occasionally the inflammation 
may be so severe as to cause a 
perforation or hole in the pocket 


with infection spreading to tne 
abdominal cavity and producing 
peritonitis or abscess formation. 
The area involved may be sen­ 
sitive to pressure, though of 
course this can occur from a great 
many other conditions. 
Because the symptoms are so 
similar to many other condi­ 
tions of the intestines or abdom­ 
inal contents, and are frequently 
complicated by other disorders, 
the diagnosis is often difficult 
Examination of the lower part 
of the bowel by the use of an in­ 
strument called a proctoscope is 
necessary. X-ray studies are also 
needed. 
When s e v e r e diverticulitis 
bursts through the wall of the 
bowel or obstructs intestinal ac­ 
tion, an immediate operation may 
be necessary. In most cases, how­ 
ever, medical treatment is suf­ 
ficient 
Most diverticula are not cause 
for serious concern. 
Of 
those 
which do produce trouble, the ma­ 
jority can be treated by diet and 
other simple measures. Just why 
some people have diverticula ind 
not others is not known and as yet 
there is no known way to pre­ 
venting them.

Television

Hunting Fresh Ideas 


NEW YORK 
T'HE AVERAGE television set owner knows 
what is wrong with video: 
‘ They don’t have enough good shows.” 
Oddly enough, this knowledge is widely 
shared by television execu­ 
tives, too. 
“The level of entertain­ 
ment must be raised,” said 
Hubbell Robinson, boss of 
Columbia’s TV n e t w o r k 
productions. 
But how ? 
Like many 
another top braus figure in 
the industry today, Robin­ 
son will fall on your neck 
if you suggest a fresh new 
program idea—or he’ll shower you with mon- 
e>, if it’s crass wealth you prefer. 


“NEW IDEAS POUR in here almost by 
the truckload,” he said dolefully, “but there 
isn’t a good one in a carload. And it’s the old 
story—-the best ideas come from the pros, not 
the amateurs.” 
Robinson, a slender, quiet, dark-haired 
man of few illusions and many problems, 
shuddered at the memory of some weird ideas 
merchants have who besiege his door and try 
to waylay him in elevators. 
“There was a fellow who wanted to put 
on a program featuring the antics of cock­ 
roaches and other household bugs.” he re­ 
called. “and I’m flooded with mind readers 
and hypnotists. 
“One mother of a chess champion was 
sure her son could drive Arthur Godfrey out 
of business. 
Other suggestions range from 
ballet to bridge. 
“I had a terrible time convincing one man 
that four people playing bridge just isn’t a 
show.” 
* 
THE TROUBLE, as Robinson sees it, is 
this: 
“In television the technical facilities have 
outstripped the creative skills. The calibre of 
creative people must be improved and im­ 
proved. We must develop better writers, bet­ 
ter directors, better producers. 
“If we don’t, television won’t continue to 
hold the people as it does now. 
“The actors and performers are okay. But 
we have to get more of them, and create new 
ones. 
We depend too much on stars who 
made their fame in other mediums, such as 
the radio, the theater and the movies.” 
The drain on television talent is already 
enormous. 
“Our network puts on 70 program hours 
a week,” said Robinson. “That’s roughly 
equal to 70 motion pictures — more than the 
annual output of a major film studio. 
We 
turn out in a week what they do in a year.” 
This tremendous pressure takes Its toll in 
nervous breakdowns among producers who get 
to living on diets of aspirin and coffee, pep 
capsules and sleeping pills. 


“THE ANSWER partially lies in a longer 
period of preparation and planning of shows,” 
said Robinson. “But so far the industry has 
mushroomed so fast we haven’t had time to 
catch our breath. 
“Every time you make a decision now it’s 
a pioneering move — and you don’t know 
whether you’re right or wrong” 
Robinson believes television is wide open, 
however, to anyone — anyone, that is, with 
fresh ideas, a trigger - quick mind and the 
physical endurance of a buffalo. 
“But anybody who wants to get into it 
ought to be willing to do so anyway he c a n - 
even carrying props around the studio. 
“Some kind of theatrical experience helps. 
Then learn the basic tricks of the trade. 
“After that it 
just a case of beating on 
the door. It is, I suppose, already the most 
fiercely competitive business in the world. 
“But I think television will be the biggest 
factor in American living if the creative minds 
in it live up to the challenge. The public is 
eager and thirsty for real entertainment. The 
big thing is to come up with it.” 
Robinson then mentioned a minor prob­ 
lem vexing him at the moment—the disap­ 
pearance of a new curtain bought for the 
Frank Sinatra show.

“Oh, we’ll probably find it,” he said 
cheerfully. “But it cost $3,500—and now it’s 
lost somewhere.” 
That’s television! People so busy they mis­ 
lay a $3,500 curtain.

Now he has appealed to the 
J apanese public, government and 
press, and swears he “ hates Aus­ 
tralia and all Australians who 
have- intervened in my affairs 
and robbed me of my wife.” 
Wandering . forlorn 
on the 
streets of Tokyo, Weaver was 
picked up, questioned and arrest­ 
ed by a British MP.

wealth forces that have handled 
his case. 
Weaver-Kitagawa is a popular 
man in J apan, where everyone 
loves a lover, especially a tragic 
one.

One 
is Miss Chiri Muraki, who spe­ 
cializes in Western cases. 
In addition, Socialist Represen­ 
tative Ichiro Shoji

Which is 
more than anyone offered to do 
for Madame Butterfly.
